The instant claims encompass the polypeptides set forth in Table 1 , as well as variants of said polypeptides as set forth in the claims. 
However. Table 1 merely identifies the polypeptides by GenBank ID Number, protein name, gene name, and/or an arbitrary designation 
set forth by Applicants. The application does not specifically identify the sequences of the molecules encompassed by the claims. 
Regarding the identification of molecules by GenBank ID Number, it is respectfully pointed out that the any information related to the 
disclosed GenBank ID Numbers goes beyond the filed disclosure. Therefore, the sequences of the claimed polypeptides are not present 
in the application and no meaningful search can be performed for these claims. 
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
